Venice, February*20, 


HE Advices from the Breffan contain 
nothing confiderable, more than that the 
Inhabitants of chat Province are ftill very 
much annoy’d by the Excurfions made 
by che Imperialifts for Forrage, which is 
become very fcarce here. The Letters from the Po- 
lefin.s import, that the Count de Medavy has rein- 
forc'd the Garrifon of Mefola in the Ferrareze, and 
fent a ftrong Body of Troops down the Left Side of 
the Po, to view the Paffages of that River, and o- 
blige the Parties of the Imperialifts to withdraw to a 
greater Diftance from it. Some Troops fent by that 
General into. the Modeneze, have compell’d the Inha- 
bitants of the Gratagoase to pay the Contributions 
which they had refusd. ; 
From the Paris Gazette, dated March 13. 
Milan, Feb. 22. Letters from Mantua inform us, 
that the Imperialifts having advanc’d towards the 
Polefines and the Valleys of the Ferrareze, in Order 
to fieze fome Poft that might interrupt the Commu- 
nication of thofe Pofts the French are poffefs’d of be- 
rween the Po and the Adige, the Count de Medavy 
fent fome Troops that’ made them retire with Preci- 
pitation. The Imperialifts are extremely incom- 
moded by thofe Pofts, becaufe they are hindred by 
them from receiving Provifions either by the Po or 
the Adige. Four thoufand Peafants are kept con- 
ftanrly at Work upon Lines and Intrenchments at 
Palazzuolo and divers other Places down the Oglio 
from the Lake of If:o, to the End that Part of the 
Troops pofted to guard the Paffages, may be em- 
ploy’d elfewhere. The Preparations for the enfuing 
C*mpaign are carried on diligently in all Places from 
Pavia to Cafal. The Recruits expected from 
France for the Armies in Piemont and Lombardy, are 
in Part arriv’d. 
From the Amfterdam Gaz. &c. dated March 12. 
Venice March 6. We have receiv'd by the Way of 
Dalmatia Letters trom Conftancinople dared the 18ch 
of laft Month, which give an Account of the Arrival 
there of the Chevalier Ruzzini, Bailo or Ambaffador 
from our Republick to the Otroman Porie: The 
fame Letters fay the Plague is very much diminith’d 
at Conftantinople ; and that thereupon the former 
Bailo Signior Giuftiniani, who while the Plague 
tag’d with moft Violence liv'd with his Retinue 
under Tents in the open Country bordering on the 
Black Sea, is return’d ro Conftantinople. We have 
Advice from the Polefines, that Signior Tiepolo, Pro- 
Veditore extraordinary, is at Lendenara, and bas 
caus'd Quarérsto be got ready there for 6 Com- 
pantes of Foor and 2 Troops of Horfe. , The Impe- 
nialifts in the Veroneze receive Recruits frequently 
tom Germany ; and the inrire Regiment of Auxili- 
ary Foot of Wolfenburtel is arriv’d in the Territory 
of Vicenza. We have certain Advice, that a Party 
of Imperial Huffars have lately furpriz’d, between 


Lunato and Defenzano, a French Commiffary of 
War, and a Collonel, whom they have taken Prifoners 
and with them a Booty of 400 Louis d'Or.

Milan, March s5. The Siege of Turin is much 
talk’d of ftill ; and fome pretend it actua'y be 
form’d by the End of this Month, tho’ the Recruics 
for the French Troops that are to be employ’d in it 
arrive flowly and in ill Piighr. Procefsis iffued our 
ageinft feveral Perfons Subjects of this State, that 
are in the Service of the Emperor. Great Prepara- 
tions are making here for the Opening of the Cam- 
paign, and a great many Boats are provided for lay- 
ing Bridges over the Po and other Rivers. The 
frefheft Advices from the Manuan and the Territo- 
ries of Venice, import, that the French continue to 
fortify themfelves in all the Pofts they are poffets’d of 
on the Po, the Adige, the Mincio, and in the parts 
adjacent ; that the Number of the Imperialifts in 
the Veroneze being of late confiderably increas’d, 
the Duke of Medavy had publifh'd an Order fur all 
the French Officers abfent from their Regiments to 
retury to them by the 13th of this Month 5° and that 
he has alfo given Order for the Troops in the moft 
diftant Quarters to advance to cover the Pofts moft 
expos’d, and to oppofe any A:tempts of the Ger- 
mans.

- Genoa, Feb. 20. Some {mali Barks having landed 
at Savone acertain Number of Barrels of Powder 
for the Duke of Savoy, one of the Duke of Turfis’s 
Galleys infulted one of thofe Barks in the Porc and 
damag’d it: Of which our Regents having made 
Complaint to the Prince of Vaudemont Governour
